5. In addition to the men personally interviawed at Stations 340, 350, and 
390, a telephone conversation was held with Inspector Qriddemdübuemempekh, uo 
had also heard the anomalous noises at Station 550-6 According to دص‎ 
Ja first heard ths noise (identified as the airplane motor of a Jub) at aoproxi- 
mately 2010, at which time the noise to him seemed to be almost directly overs 
head at Station 350. The plans (noise) seemed to orbit this position for 
approximately 2 minutes, and thon the plane (noise) slowly receded toward the 
northeast and continued to orbit at very low slevation in this direction for 
approximately another 38 minutes. 


8. On the basis of all the interviews held, the following summarizing 
statements can be made:

8.4. The existance of the overcast at once suggests the possibility 
that the noises observed wore really surface noises originating in the 
operation of heavy machinery and reflected from the ovsriyinz cloud layer 
iz such fashion as to simulate sounds of aerial origin. Lt. Hightower 
states that this possibility has been exhaustively investigated and ia 
dafinitely rulsd out. No heavy machines and none of the tanks stationed 
in the Low Alamos area were in operation during the interval when the 
noises were heard,

9, Unless sane as yet undiscovered surface source of sound, which might 
have produced by reflection from the overcast such apparently aerial noises 
as were observed at Stations 340, 350, and 390 is uncovered, the facta set 
forth above would seem to prove that on December 50 between the hours of 2000 
and 2100 some sound producing source was in motion in or possibly byond the 
overcast above the Los Alamos area. Whether this could have been a convene 
tional airplane or not must be decided by those who have access to experisnce 
and information not at the command of the undersigned.
